Long  before  a  national  weather  bureau 
te>gr*pbe»l  all  over  the  country  it*  predic¬ 
tions  a*  to  whether  tomorrow  would  be 
stormy,  ahowery.  cloudy  or  fine,  or  a  Wig. 
gin*  began  to  announce— never  to  coma— 
earthquake*  which  were  to  ft  hake  a  continent, 
or  cyclone*  and  hurricanes  which  wer*  to 
blow  awiy  cities,  household*  were  governed 
by  a  *et  of  rule*  in  the  battle*  of  the  »le- 
merita  Th  ^  rullfi  ar*  to  be  found  in  hand¬ 
books  published  as  late  as  hr.lf  a  century 
ag  '.  and  some  of  them,  are  very  curious. 
They  number  nearly  ’JOO,  some  relating  to 
Ux*  movements  of  <  louds  and  winds,  others 
to  the  appearance  oi  the  sun  and  moon,  and 
others  to  the  u<tions  of  various  anunatt 
eluding  insect*  an.l  birds,  and  by  then#  the 
ancient  Wi  ;;;in*  foretdld  whan  a  storm  was 
at  hind.  Some  of  the  curious  rules,  many  of 
sh^  ltare  still  referred  to  in  the  conversation 
of  everyday  life,  were  a*  follows: 

If  spi  lers,  in  spinning  their  webs,  make 
thh  termination  filament*  long,  w*  may,  in 
proportion  to  their  length,  conclude  that  the 
weather  will  be  severe  and  con;  inue  so  for 
ten  or  tw.  ivi- day*. 

ir  there  are  no  falling  stars  to  be  see 
bright  Cummer's  evening,  you  may  look  for 
tine  weather. 

Spiders  generally  alter  their  web  once  in 
24  hour*,  if  they  do  this  between  B  and  7  in 
the  evening  there  will  be  a  flue  night;  if  they 
alter  their  web  in  the  morning,  expect  a  fine 
day .  if  they  work  during  rain,  expect  fine 
weather;  and  the  more  active  and  busy  the 
»pid.  i  is  the  finer  will  be  the  weather 

If  many  guats  are  seen  in  spring,  ex(*ect  a 
fin.  autumn',  if  guats  fly  in  compact  bodies 
in  tb<  .>ams  of  the  setting  sun,  there  wili  ha 
fine  weather. 

If  spiders’  wehs  fly  in  the  autumn  with  a 
sou  ;»  wind,  exrct  an  east  wind  and  fine 
weather.  $  . 

If  hats  flutter  and  beetles  fly  about  there 
»  be  a  fine  morrow. 

If  owls  scream  during  foul  weather  it  will 
change  to  fair. 

li  storks  and  erases  fly  high  and  steady 
there  will  be  fine  weather. 

If  the  garden  spiders  break  and  destroy 
their  webs  and  creep  away,  expect  rain  or 
•bowery  weather.  <* 

If  there  l*>  many  falling  stars  on  a  clear 
evening  in  the  summer,  there  will  l« 
thunder. 

If  the  stars  above 45  deg.,  especially  the 
North  star,  flicker  strongly  anil  appear  closer 
than  usual,  there  will  be  rain. 

A  rainbow  ui  the  morning  is  the  shepherd's 
warning. 

If  uld  and,- rheumatic  people  complain  of 
.their  corns  and  joints  and  limbs  once  broken  v 
at  the  place  of  their  union,  there  will  be  foul 
or  wot  weather. 

If  the  smoke  front  chimneys  blows  down, 
or  if  soot  takes  tire  more  readily  than  usual, 
or  falls  down  the  chimney  into  the  grate,  ex¬ 
pect  ram. 

If  ditches  and  drains  smell  stronger  than 
usual,  expect  Vain;  and  when  tobacco  smoke 
seems  denser  an.l  more  powerful  expect  wet 
weather. 

If  the  marigolds  continue  shu»  after  7 
o’clock  iu  the  e\  euing,  expect  rain. 

If  the  convolvulus  and  <-hi«  kweed  close, 
there  will  lie  rain. 

If  sheep,  rams  and  goat*  spring  about  in 
the  moidows  and  fight  more  than  usual,  ex¬ 
pect  rain.

If 
glass  is  used  there  can  be  no  danger, 
and  the  flavor  of  the  fruit  will  be  mucb 
tetter  retainefl.
